Adelantan fecha de inscripción en 
la Universidad Estatal de California 


Los estudiantes que quieran solicitar ingreso o traslado a uno de 
los 23 planteles del sistema CSU (Universidad Estatal de California) 
para el próximo año tendrán que hacerlo pronto, ya que la fecha de 
inscripción ha sido adelantada. Las autoridades educativas advirtieron 
que los espacios disponibles en al menos 12 de los 23 planteles son 
muy limitados, por lo que los interesados tendrán que someter sus 
solicitudes de inscripción antes del 30 de noviembre de este año. Entre 
los planteles afectados debido a los altos índices de inscripción está 
Fullerton, Long Beach, Pomona, San Diego, San Luis Obispo, Sonoma, 
San Francisco, Chico, Northride, Fresno, San Marcos, y San José. Otros 
planteles recibirán solicitudes después de esta fecha límite. 

Los recortes presupuestarios de 564 millones de dólares a CSU 
han impactado las inscripciones y de hecho, el sistema tiene que reducir 
su número total de estudiantes en 40,000 en los próximos dos años. En 
CSU Sacramento, unos 18,000 estudiantes sometieron solicitudes para 
entrar a ese plantel el año pasado. De estos, sólo 3,600 tuvieron éxito. 
En lo que va del mes, el sistema CSU ha recibido 187,000 solicitudes 
de inscripción para el otoño del 2010, un aumento de más del 50% 
con respecto al año pasado. Se calcula que un gran porcentaje de los 
solicitantes son de origen latino, ya que de 1993 al 2007, el índice de 
matriculación de este grupo étnico aumentó en más del doble. Actual- 
mente, casi un 24% de los alumnos de los 23 planteles de CSU en todo 
el estado es hispano, con mayor presencia en Los Ángeles, Bakersfield 
y San Bernardino.

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Día de los Veteranos: | 
Heroísmo y reconocimiento

Cada 11 de noviembre en EE.UU., se celebra el Día de los Vetera- 
nos de guerra, en honor a aquellos hombres y mujeres que sirvieron a 
las fuerzas armadas de este país, con entrega y respeto. Así mismo es 
un gran reconocimiento a quienes ya no están con nosotros. Con este 
motivo están previstos desfiles, ceremonias y homenajes en todo el 
país en honor de quienes sirvieron en las fuerzas militares de EE.UU. 
La tradición establecida consiste en que una guardia combinada de los 
diversos cuerpos representando a todos los servicios de las Fuerzas 
Armadas, realizando la “presentación de armas” frente a la tumba 
del soldado desconocido, luego el Presidente deposita una corona y 
un corneta toca un estremecedor llamado que se usa en los entierros 
militares en Estados Unidos. 

La celebración sobre el Día de los Veteranos o el Día del Armis- 
ticio, se hacía en conmemoración del final de la lucha en la Primera 
Guerra Mundial, cuando el armisticio se aplicó a las 11 de mañana 
del 11 de Noviembre de 1918, la “undécima hora del undécimo día 
del undécimo mes”. Un año después, el presidente Woodrow Wilson 
proclamó el primer Día del Armisticio, estableciendo el tono caracte- 
rístico para la celebración en EE.UU. en los años venideros. Dijo que 
el feriado estaría “lleno de orgullo solemne por el heroísmo de todos 
quienes murieron en servicio del país y con la gratitud por la victoria, 
ambos debido a aquello de que se nos libró y por la oportunidad que 
ofrecida a EE.UU. para mostrar su interés por la paz y la justicia en el 
consejo de las naciones”. Más adelante, en 1938, el Congreso designó 
el Día del Armisticio como feriado legalmente, y está dedicado a la 
causa de la paz mundial. 

Para rendir tributo a esos 16 millones, y a otros que sirvieron a 
la nación en cualquiera de sus guerras, el Congreso y el presidente 
Dwight Eisenhower redesignaron en 1954 el 11 de Noviembre como 
“Día del Veterano”. El Monumento a los Veteranos del Vietnam, en 
los jardines de la avenida Constitución, junto a la Galería Nacional, 
consiste en un muro de piedra negra, en la que están inscritos los nom- 
bres de los más de 58,000 soldados muertos o en paradero desconocido 
por su participación en la guerra de Vietnam. Los nombres de ochos 
mujeres soldados que murieron en la guerra del Vietnam aparecen 
también incluidos. Más de 265,000 mujeres sirvieron durante la guerra 
de Vietnam.

El Director de la Oficina 
del Censo, Robert Groves, y el Secretario de Comercio, Gary Locke, 
presentaron el programa nacional en la secundaria Digital Harbor, en 
Baltimore (Maryland), en la que instaron a los estudiantes a participar 
en el censo. “Nos entusiasma lanzar el programa Censo en las Escuelas. 
El Censo es una parte vital de nuestra democracia y los niños han 
estado subrepresentados históricamente”, señaló Locke, que dirige el 
Departamento de Comercio, del cual depende la Oficina del Censo. 
Locke dijo que la participación de las escuelas locales ayudará a que 
los estudiantes aprendan la importante función del censo a través de 
la historia de EE.UU. y en particular del Censo 2010. 

El programa “Censo 2010: Se trata de Nosotros”, ofrece a 118,000 
escuelas públicas y privadas en EE.UU., Puerto Rico y territorios 
estadounidenses materiales educativos gratuitos sobre el censo, e 
incorporan lecciones de matemáticas, lectura de mapas, geografía, y 
estudios sociales que pueden adaptarse fácilmente al plan de estudios. 
El programa está diseñado para estudiantes desde Kindergarten al 
último año de secundaria, mientras que el programa anterior de 2000 
sólo cubría hasta octavo grado.

La cartilla de racionamiento 
y los comedores obreros, símbolos 
de la Cuba comunista de Fidel 
Castro, parecen estar en camino de 
desaparecer por la crisis económica 
y el plan oficial de reducir gastos 
y eliminar lo que Raúl Castro de- 
nomina “exceso de gratuidad”. El 
gobierno que encabeza el General 
Raúl Castro desde febrero de 2008 
comenzó a eliminar los comedores 
en cuatro Ministerios, al tiempo que 
el debate sobre el futuro de la cartilla 
se reflejaba en los medios oficiales. 
El cierre de los comedores, com- 
pensado con un estipendio diario de 
15 pesos cubanos (68 centavos de 
dólar) para que cada cual compre su 
alimentación, no ha levantado tanta 
polémica, pues muchos trabajadores 
criticaban la calidad de ese servicio 
y, en cambio, ahora valoran la posi- 
bilidad de ganar un dinero extra que 
“no necesariamente” utilizarán para 
comer. El nuevo subsidio individual 
para alimentación representa un 
70% del salario medio mensual de 
los cubanos, que es de 408 pesos 
(unos 17 dólares). 

En el caso de la cartilla de 
racionamiento, conocida en la isla 
como “la libreta” desde su imple- 
mentación en 1962, ha provocado 
un debate entre los que la conside- 
ran un lastre y los que opinan que 
aún es necesaria. De cualquier 
manera, todos creen que debería 


continuar vigente para los sectores 
más desprotegidos de la población. 
La eliminación de esta cartilla, casi 
desde su nacimiento, fue vista como 
un signo de desarrollo y mejora 
económica, una meta por la que 
trabajar, según insistió en varios 
discursos el propio Fidel Castro. En 
2005, un año antes de abandonar sus 
cargos en el gobierno debido a una 
dolencia intestinal tras la cual no 
ha vuelto a reaparecer en público, 
Castro aludió a un amplio paquete 
de medidas para crear una “nueva 
sociedad” e incluyó el tema de la 
Cartilla. 

En aquel momento, Castro 
insistió en que la “libreta” tenía que 
desaparecer, porque el país tendría 
más recursos, pero sin convertirse 
en “sociedad de consumo”. El 
General Raúl Castro, en un discurso 
similar, anunció algunas reformas 
para fomentar la producción, pero 
todavía no han podido ser pues- 
tas en funcionamiento. La crisis 
económica del país, agravada por las 
pérdidas de más de 10,000 millones 
de dólares que dejó el paso de tres 
huracanes en 2008, presenta un 
escenario completamente diferente 
al imaginado para eliminar la car- 
tilla. El experimento de cerrar los 
come-dores en cuatro Ministerios, 
que ya es un hecho, no ha levantado 
tantas discusiones como las de la 
cartilla de racionamiento. EFE

The senators, in a session 
that lasted until the wee hours of 
Saturday, approved an increase in 
the income tax for Mexico’s high- 
est earners from 28 percent to 30 
percent and also agreed to raise the 
value-added tax rate from 15 percent 
to 16 percent 

They also supported a measure 
passed by the lower house to raise 
taxes on alcohol, tobacco and gam- 
bling and added a new 3 percent 
levy on telecommunications ser- 
vices, excluding the Internet. 

The VAT increase was one of 
the most contentious aspects of the 
legislation. The main opposition 
Institutional Revolutionary Party, 


“or PRI, abstained from the vote and 


leftist parties rejected that portion of 
the budget bill, saying that it would 
unfairly punish the majority of the 
Mexican population, 50 percent of 
whom live in poverty. 

Calderon’s PAN party, which 
lacks a majority in either the lower 
house or Senate, was unable to get 
Congress to approve a new 2 percent 
tax on all goods, including currently 
exempt food and medicine. 

The senators also voted for 
a measure excluding low-income 
earners - those making 12,300 pesos 
($930) a month or less - from having 
to pay income tax and approved a 3 
percent tax on cash deposits of at 
least 15,000 pesos ($1,153). Previ- 
ously, cash deposits of 25,000 pesos 
or more were taxed at a rate of 2 
percent.

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¿Va a viajar a México 
por carretera?

La temporada vacacional se 
avecina y si usted piensa viajar a 
México por carretera en esta época, 
es necesario que esté informado 
sobre la manera correcta de ingresar 
a territorio mexicano con vehículo. 
Para tal efecto es necesario tramitar 
lo que se conoce como Importación 
Temporal de Vehículo, que consiste 
en introducir a México un automóvil 
con placas, o registro de circulación 
de otro país, el cual requiere un permiso de importación temporal para 
permanecer y circular de forma legal en nuestro país por un tiempo 
limitado. 

Las personas que deseen ingresar a la República Mexicana en 
vehículo con placas de procedencia extranjera, deberán presentar los 
siguientes requisitos: 

1. El Importador deberá contar con su Tarjeta de Residente Perma- 
nente (Resident Alien) o en su caso, Visa que lo autorice a trabajar en 
el extranjero, mínimo por un año o documento que pruebe su estatus 
de doble nacionalidad. 

2. El Interesado además, no deberá tener adeudos por vehículos 
importados temporalmente y que no estén retornados a Estados Uni- 
dos. 


3. Los documentos que el Interesado deberá presentar para realizar 
el trámite son: 

¢ Tarjeta de crédito o débito Internacional a nombre del importa- 
dor. 

» Título de Propiedad del vehículo, Registro, Carta Factura o 
Contrato de Arrendamiento.
